“ Friend after friend departs— 
‘* Who hath oot lost a friend ?”

I should scarcely call him a happy man 
who hath never ‘* losta friend.” The 
God who made us, hath so framed the 
‘cunning instrament’? of our nature, 
that io order to our perfect discipline for 
that better being which he hath in re- 
serve for us, every part and property of 
it must be exrcised in its own proper of- 
fice, whether of action or of suffering. 
And, that the trial of our spirits may inno 
respect fail of that merciful purpose with 
which he regards us, be so orders the 
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quisiteness, the fading of a cheek beloved, or the 
lighting up of that unearthly flush, which tells the 
poor sufferer of hopes that beam but to betray—- 
to hear, from lips of love and gentleness, the im- 
patient murmur, or the unjust reproof, regretted 
as soon as uttered—-tocount the low, threadlike 
beatings of the failing pulse—to catch the last 
whispered word of affection, the last low, mur- 
mured prayer, the last look of the glazing eye, 
the last faint pressure of the cold, bloodless 
hand this is a school, such as earth hath not 
beside, for lessons of patience and tenderness 
and kindness—for the trial of manly constancy 
and truth, and gentle woman's never-dying, 
never-tiring love. Little does he know of the 
value of the precious Gospel, of its rich prom. 
ises, its glowing, glorious hopes, its faith, 
reaching forward to another world, and: laying 
hold, as earth sinks from beneath it, of the 
blessed, golden battlements of Heaves, who 
has not watched by such a bed-side, who has 
not wept by such a grave. 

Ifasingle word should be chosen, more ex- 
pressive than any other of the wretchedness 
incident to our condition, it should be—sepa- 
ration.

ry relations. lhey are of the earth, and 
soearthly. The fashion of this world pass- 
eth away, and with it they must puss. 
They have been tried in their green up- 
springing, and in their luxuriant harvest, 
and their trial must now be with paleness 
and decay anddeath. The grass wither- | 
eth, the flower fudeth ; because the Spirit of | 
the Loup bluweth wpon it. The close end | 
thrilling embrace, in which we felt that | 
our own soul was held on to lite, must be | 
severed, though our heart burst at the re- | 


moval. ‘The brother falls by our side. |

ERRORS CORRECTED, AND TRUTH DEFEND; 
ED: in replyto “V.” 
NO, III. 


Having proceeded thas far in reviewing 
your groundless assertions, which contra- 
dict themselves upon almost every point, 
| will now offer the following reasons for 
believing that this kingdom is not the same 
with the Jewish, nor similar to it; and 
that it commenced in the days of Jotin the 
Baptist, instead of at, or after the cruci- 
fixion of Christ. I do not believe the 
Gospel Church to be a continuation of 
the Jewish, under another dispensation, 
because the prophet Daniel, when pre- 
dicting its commencement, says, “ the 
God of heaven shall set up (not revive) a 
kingdom.’’ Ido not believe the Jewish 
kingdom was of the nature of the Gospel 
Church, because the former embraced the 
whole nation, however vile; nor did it 
require holiness of heart to be a member, 
or even High Priest, any more than it 
does to be a citizen of the United States 
of America. I donot believe it, because 
the latter promises spiritual blessings, and 
eternal life, while tae promises of the for- 
merare confined to temporal blessings, 
without including the salvation of the 
soul. I do not believe it, because St. 
Paul, beture his conversion, was a regu- 
lac member of the former, and according 
to his own declaration, ‘* protited in the 
‘Jews religion’ above his equals ;”’ and 
touching the righteousness of that dispen- 
sation, was ‘** blameless,”’ even while per- 
secuting the Church of God. I do not 
believe it, because they were emphatical- 
ly distinct ; the former the most inveter- 
ate enemies of the latter, and received 
among them upon no other conditions than 
were the Gentiles. Ido not believe it, 
because the Jews, after the establishment 
of the Gospel Church, were not contained 
in it, (except a few individuals who left 
them.) Although they no longer, by di 
vine appointment, existed as- the type ot 
Christ's spiritual kingdom on earth, still 
they remained a distinct people; and al- 
though now dispersed, they continue to be 
ag much so, as any other nation on earth. 
They are expecting to return to their na- 
tive dund, and there remain a distinct na 
tion ; as much as they were before Christ. 
set up that kingdom, which is to embrace 
some out of every nation, kindred, tongue, 
aod people under heaven. Who so blind 
as not to discover the fallacy of that as- 
seruon, that would make the Charch of 
our Lord Jesus Christ in the days of his 
Apostles, the same Jewish nation, or king- 
dom, or Church, that existed before tis 


come; with only this difference, that ‘hey 
were continued under another dispensa- 
tion? Non ego. 
I believe the Gospel dispensation, and 
Gospel Church, commenced in the days 
of Juha the Baptist, because the Scrip- 
tures declare his work to be ** the begin- 
ning of the gospel of Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God.”? Mark i. 1, 2, 3. I believe 
it, because Christ says, (betore his crucy- 
fixion, and while John the Baptist was yet 
living,) ‘* The law and the prophets were 
until Jéhn, (obviously the beginning of 
bis work,) since that time, the Kingdom 
of God is preached, and every man pres- 
seth into it.”” Luke xvi. 16. Presaeth in- 
to it—and ‘*not having come!” Strange 
phenomenon. But how shall we under- 
stand the phrase, “‘every man presseth 
into it?” Doubtless in the same restrict- 
ed sense a3 we do the following passages, 
which inform us how they pressed intd 
it. * And were all baptized of Jofin, in 
the river of Jordan, confessing their sins.”’ 
Marki. 5. ** The same (Jesus) baptizeth 
by his disciples,) and a/l men come to 
him.’ John wi. 26, iv. J. LI believe it, 
because to be born again, and this of the 
spirit, was required in order to be a mem- 
ber in those days, as well as now ; where- 
as, to be a member of the Jewish King- 
dom, only one birth was required, aod 
that according to the flesh. 

I believe it, because the charge was 
brought against the Saviour iu those days, 


which were directly opposed to them ; 
and from this very circumstance, the El 
ders, rulers, and chief priests of the Jews, 
endeavoured to destroy that kingdom 
which he had thus set up, by beheading 
his servant, John the Baptist, cracifying 
Him, and dispersing his disciples. 

I believe it, because Jesus Christ told 
his accyisers that he was a King—that his 
kingdom was not of this world, if it was bis 
servants shonld fight in his defence, that 
he should not be delivered to the Jews 
And that we should not mistake concern 
ing this kingdom ; (that is, of whom it 
was composed,) he says of his disciples, 
they are not of this world, even as 1 am 
not of the world. John xvii. 14—xviii. 
36, 37., 

I believe it, because Jesus Christ had 
a kingdom ** not of this world,” composed 
of his disciples ; and when speaking 0! 
the Jews, their Rulers and High Priests, 
in contrast with the same, he called the 
latter ** the world,”’ as will appear from 
the following: “I have manifested thy 
name unto the men which thou gavest me, 
out of the world—-they have kept thy word- 
they have believed that thou didst send 
me.’? John xvii. 6, 8. [The disciples 
were taken out of the Jewish naiion.| 
** As thou hast sent me into the world, so 
have I sent them (his disciples who com 

posed his kingdom.) into the world.’ John 
xvii. 18, Where were they then sent? 
Among the Gentiles? No. But exclu 

sively among the nation of the Jews. Con- 
sequently, they (the Jews,) were of * tie 
world,” which was covtrasted = with 
Christ’s kingdom, (composed of his diset- 
ples,) which he said was not of the world. 
And be it remembered, that this is the 
same kingdom, set up and organized in 
the days of Johu the Bapust. | beheve 
it, because Christ said to the members of 
his kingdom, ** The world will haute you, 
because it first hated me.’’ Aod who was 
it, that hated Christ and his disciples, and 
put them to death, but the Jews in their 
organized capacity, with their High 
Priests and Rulers attheir head? I be- 
lieve it, because John the Baptist would 
not receive candidates upon that plea, 
which would have entitled them to all the 
privileges of the Mosaic dispensation. 
Matt it. 8, 9, 10. I believe it, because 
Paul declares that when the priesthoud 
was changed, there was of necessity, a 
change in the law. Heb. xvii. 12 Ele 
must have been a priest, when he ffered 
himself as a sacrifice. This you admit, 
and also claim that John the Baptist belp- 
ed consecrate him, when he buptized him, 
as Moses did Aaron, when he washed him 
at the door of the tabernacle. But here 
you again have the misfortune to be found 
in Opposition to the word of God ; for that 
declares him to be made a Priest, ** noi 
after the law of a carnal commandment, 
but by the oath of God.”” See Tilt chapte:

10. Here we discover that Christ could 
not enter upon his work under the old 
dispensation, for at his presence, that was 
to vanish away. ‘This corresponds with 
the scripture already quoted,.** the law 
and the prophets were until Juha.” Johu 
the Baptist knew that Christ dad come on 
earth, as a Prince and a Saviour, and 
therefore commenced his work. 

I believe it, because Juha the Baptist 
in his day, and Peter, on the day of Pente- 
cost, preached the same things, ‘* Joho 
did baptize in the wilderness, and preach 
the buptism of repentance for the remission 
of sins.” Markt. 4. Peter preached, aud 
said, ** Repent and be baptized every one 
of you, in the name of the Lord Jesus, for 
the remission of sins.’’ Acts it. 38. | be- 
lieve it, because in the days of John the 
Baptist tlie Kingdom of God was preach- 
ed; (Luke iv. 43) and the same was also 
preached by Philip, the Evangelist, in 
Samaria, (Acts viii. 12) and also by the 
Apostle Paul, at Rome.

quired the candidates for baptism to bring 
forth fruits of repentance. Matt. iii. 8. 
Philip said, * If thou believest (on Jesus 
Christ,) with all thine heart, thou mayest 
(be baptized.) Acts viii. 37. John preach- 
ed, ‘‘gaying unto the people, that they 
should believe on him who should come af- 
ter him, that is, on Jesus Christ. And 
when they heard, (they that hear shall 
live. John v. 25) they were baptized.” 
Acts xix. 4, 5. I believe it, because 
John and the Apostles all baptized in one 
name, (that is, of Christ.) Those last 
inentioned, (who submitted to John’s bap- 
lism) were baptized in the name of the 
Lord Jesus.’? Acts xix. 5. Peter said, 
‘Repent and be baptized in the name of 
Jesus Christ.”’ Acts ii. 38. ‘ Only they 
(whom Philip baptized) were baptized in 
the name of the Lord Jesus.”’ Acts viii. 16. 
Notwithstanding the words * baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, Son, and 
Holy.Ghost,”’ it seems the disciples had 
such a full belief in that glorious truth, 
(hat in Jesus Christ ** dwelleth all'the ful- 
ness of the Godhead bodily.’ (Col. ii. 9,) 
that in baptizing, they used his name, as 
embracing the whole. Nor is there an in- 
stance recorded in the word of God, 
where in baptizing, they used the words 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. And that 
plea so often bronght against the baptism 
of John, as not being Christian baptism ; 
stands with equal force against that ad- 
ministered by the disciples, after the as- 
ceusion of Christ. [ believe it, because 
the Apostles cid the same with those who 
were baptized by Philip, as with those 
who were baptized * unto John’s bap 
lism.’ See the tollowing—And it came 
io pass that while Apollos was at Corith, 
Paul having passed through the upper 
coast, came to Ephesus ; and finding cer- 
tain disciples, he said unto them, Have ye 
recetved the [luly Ghost since ye believed ? 
And they ead unto him, We have not so 
much as heard whether there be any Ho- 
ly Ghost. And he said anto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized?) And they 
said, Unto Joln’s baptism. Then said 
Paul, John verily baptized with the bap- 
lism of repentance, saying unto the people. 
that ‘hey should believe on him who 
shoald come atter him, that is, on Christ 
Jesus. When they heard, (they that hear 
shali live. John v.25. See Luke vii. 29, 
3U,) they were baptized in the name of the 
Lord Jesus.

I believe it, because John’s work did 
not even resemble the works of the old 
dispensation, but was the same as is now 
under the new. I believeit, because the 
Jewish High Priests were at a loss what 
to think of John, or his work, (a strange 
circuinstance if they were embraced in 
the law of Moses.) I believe it, because 
the Jews sent Priests and Levites to John, 
to inquire if he was the Christ, and why 
he bupuzed, ifhe was not? Anevidence 
incontrovertible, that his baptism did not 
correspond with any of the ceremonies 
under the law of Moses, and consequent- 
ly could not belong to the former dispen- 
sation. I believe it, because Jesus called 
(Mark iii. 13) and commissioned, or or- 
dawned (Mark ini. 14) his Apostles, and 
other disciples, (Luke x. 1) and sent them 
forth to preach (Mark iti. 14) and baptize ; 
(John iii. 22—iv. 2) and thus organized 
his church or kingdom, by appointing its 
officers. (Another strange phenomenon, 
that the oflicers of a kingdom, should be 
selected and commissioned, and still the 
kingdom not in existence!) I believe it, 
because alter the Apostles were called to 
preach and baptize in the days of John, 
and were commissioned accordingly, the 
Saviour said to them, ‘* As ye go, preach,” 
but ** Go not into the way of the Gentiles, 
and into any city of the Sumaritans, enter 
ye not.”” Matt. x. 5, 7. And after bis

But is an exces- 
sive and intemperate zeal, the common 
vice of the times? Is there any great 
\anger that the enthusiasm of some, should 
ransport them to dangerous, and incon- 
venient excesses ? Are our young men 
so very much led away by the ardour of | 
piety, that they require to have their im- 
aginations cooled by the freezing maxims 
of worldly wisdom ? Is the spirit of the | 
age so very much inclined to catch, and to 
communicate the fire of devotion, as to} 
sequire to be damped by admonition, cr | 
extinguished by ridicule?

of the degeneracy of morals in the present 
day, that the distinctions of right and 
wrong are almost swept away in common 
conversation. The most serious offen- 
ces are often named with cool indifference. 
Atrocious crimes should never be called 
by gentle names. This most certainly 
contributes, more than any thing else, to 
diminish the korror of vice in the rising 
generation. That our passions should be 
too often engaged on the side of error, we 
may look for the cause, though not for the 
vindication, in the unrestrained propensi- 
ties of our constitution. But that our 
reason should ever be employed in its fa- 
vour, that our conversation should ever 
be taught to palliate it, that our judgment 
should ever look on it with indifference, 
has no shadow of excuse ; because this 
can pretend to no foundation in nature, 
no apology in temptation, n0 palliative in 
passion. 

However defective therefore our prac- 
tice may be ; however we may be allur- 
ed by secuction ; or precipitated by pas- 
sion ; let us beware of lowering the stan. 
dard of right. This introduces an imper- 
ceptible corruption into the heart, siag- 
nates the noblest principles of human ac- 
tion ; irrecoverably debases the sense of 
moral and religious obligation ; and pre- 
vents us from living up to the height of 
our nature: it cuts of all communication 
with virtue, and almost prevents a possi- 
bility of a return to it, we do not rise 
as high as weaim, we shall rise the high 
er for having aimed at a lofty mark.
